It is sufficiently dis- 
couraging now for immigrants in Boarcli 
of homesteads; but if wo have to refer 
them to "middle-men" who will ask 
large profits, matters will be infinitely 
more hopeless. "Oh! but the specu- 
lator will have to pay the road tax and 
the wild land tax." Just so much the 
worse; for the price of land will just 
be so much tha dearer to the settler. 
Every dollar taken in that way from the 
pocket of the speculator will probably 
add a dollar and a half to the price of 
the land. 'AjeVe told that the^e taxes 
will have the eflect of compelling liiiu 
to sell ? It may bo so in the long 
run; but what shall become of settle- 
ment, meanwhile ? . Depend upon it, 
the true road to settlement is not to be 
' found through the pockets of land spe- 
■ culators;nor are the true interests of the 
country to bo promoted by means of 
any sucii "sinch game" as appears to 
have been put up by the present pre- 
. cious Ministry. It has been seen from 
recent articles how much 'British Co- 
lumbia is auft'ering for want of pro- 
ductive industry. It should be tho 
first and most sacred duty of tho Gov-
